New government Second ship added 
'will still sell port' on Boulogne route 


BOSSES at the Port of 
Dover say they are 
convinced the new Lib- 
Con government will 
still push ahead with the 
sell-off! 

Speaking at a public 
meeting, port chief execu¬ 
tive Bob Goldfield said: 
“This government is on 
the same track as the pre¬ 
vious one. 

“The politicians may 
have changed but the 
people giving the advice 
have not.” 

He added that he was 
convinced the new gov¬ 
ernment would be just as 
keen as the previous 
administration to see 
receipts from the sale of 
the port go into the trea¬ 
sury’s coffers. 

Dr Goldfield went on to 
say that the only way 
to obtain any kind of pri¬ 


vate investment was for 
the port to come out of 
public hands. 

As well as outlining 
details for a new ferry 
terminal which would 
take two years to build 
but could be in place as 
early as 2016, the public 
meeting also heard 
that the port wished to 
knock down some of 
the old architecture along 
the seafront in order to 
provide a 300-vehicle 
berth. 

This would accommo¬ 
date lorries in the event of 
cross-Channel delays. 

Port authorities also 
said work would com¬ 
mence next month on 
removing a sunken 
Second World War anti¬ 
submarine block ship, 
which impedes entry to 
the Eastern Docks. 


FERRY operator LD 
Lines has announced it is 
adding a second ship to its 
Dover-Boulogne service 
from this weekend. 

The current eight sail¬ 
ings a day will increase to 
up to 14 with the intro¬ 
duction of the newly- 
named vessel Norman 
Trader, which will work in 
tandem with existing sis¬ 
ter ship Norman Bridge. 

Both ships can carry up 
to 400 passengers, have 
2,000 metres of vehicle 
deck space and can hold 
up to 130 cars and 40 
trucks, with adjustable 
combinations of freight 
and tourist traffic. 

Both ships’ on-board 
facilities include a self- 
service restaurant, lounge 
bar and TV lounge - with 
reclining seats - and 
shops which sell drinks, 


tobacco, perfumes, gifts, 
books and newspapers. 

The new schedule will 
see ferries leaving Dover 
to Boulogne at 5am, 7am, 
11am, 1pm, 5.15pm, 7pm 
with the last at 11.30pm. 

For the return route the 
sailing times are at 5am, 
9am, 11am, 3pm, 5pm, 
9:15pm and 11.15pm (all 
local time). 

LD Lines is the only 
cross-channel operator 
which runs between 
Dover and Boulogne, 
which now sails into the 
Port of Boulogne’s new 
Hub Port terminal.

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Warder jailed for role in 
smuggling drugs into jail

A FORMER prison warder from 
Deal has been jailed for her part in 
a conspiracy to smuggle heroin and 
mobile phones into a jail. 

Carly Morris, 24, of Queen’s Rise, Ring- 
would, was sentenced to five years at 
Maidstone Crown Court after admitting 
conspiracy to supply and possession of drugs 
with intent to supply. 

She had received heroin and mobile phones 
from drug-dealer Dino Gillett in the car park 
of Canterbury Crown Court. 

Serco warder Morris, who had been working 
in the court cells, was picked up with drugs 
and a mobile phone. She had already been 
under suspicion after drugs and a phone were 
found during a search of Elmley prison on the 
Isle of Sheppey in March last year. 

The conspiracy was orchestrated by convict¬ 
ed killer Darren Byrne, who used a smuggled 
phone to order drugs from pusher Gillett. He 
also texted Morris to ensure deliveries arrived. 

An earlier transfer in the plot had been 
unearthed when remand prisoner Jack 
Hennessy, 23, had been identified as a phone- 
and-drugs ‘mule’, smuggling items hidden in 
his rectum into Elmley. 

Robert Acheson, prosecuting, told the court 
Hennessy had been found with a concealed 
mobile phone and charger, a plastic knife and 
an ounce of heroin in a bag. 

The phone smuggled in by Hennessy, who 
said he was paid £200 to smuggle drugs and 
phones into the jail, was shaped like a watch. 

Only one had been sold in the whole of Kent 
and it was traced to Gillett, who had bought it. 

Subsequent searches at Elmley located a 
Nokia mobile phone encased in a sock hidden 
in the back of a TV set. 

Checks on the phone revealed Byrne’s link 
with Morris. 

During a raid on Byrne’s cell, officers found 
a piece of paper with bank details and traced 
it back to Gillett. He reckoned the drugs smug¬ 
gled into Elmley were worth £17,000, but the 
court heard their worth was magnified 
because they could be used to influence prison¬ 
ers and subvert prison officers. 

When Morris was trapped, officers found 
heroin and lubricant concealed in the lining of

her handbag, while sim cards in a heat-sealed 
bag were also found. 

Packets of heroin were later found in her 
underwear drawer at home, plus cocaine, 
another mobile phone, four sim cards and leads. 

She told detectives she was to meet a man in 
a black BMW who would be arriving at court. 
This man was Gillett - who was himself 
attending a confiscation hearing - and he was 
arrested shortly afterwards. 

Intimidation 

In a text to Morris, Byrne had said: “You’re a 
star and I would give you a big kiss. Will let 
you know the name of the fella. Thanks mate, 
you are one in a million.” 

Morris admitted conspiracy to smuggle 
drugs into the prison and possessing drugs 
and mobile phones with intent to supply. 

Mr Acheson said she had volunteered to do 
cell duty at the court. 

She had done nothing to arouse suspicion 


and reported an approach in November 2008. 

Aran Rollin, defending, told the court Morris 
had got involved with the plot because her 
family had been subject to harassment and 
intimidation. 

Morris said Gillett had threatened to kill her 
and her parents if she did not cooperate with 
the smuggling scheme. 

She had reported 16 incidents to police, but 
nothing was done. 

Because of the threats, Serco bosses told her 
to change her uniform and make herself less 
obvious before going home. 

Mr Rollin said: “She was drawn into a breach 
of her position of trust by naivety and gross 
stupidity. When Byrne persuaded her to smug¬ 
gle the drugs in, the harassment eased off. 

“It was clear the situation she found herself 
in was horrific. Her father had been attacked 
and when Byrne promised to help, the 
attacks were alleviated. She was fertile ground 
for such a conspiracy. She attempted to do the 


right thing, but no support was forthcoming.” 

Judge Jeremy Gold sentenced Morris to five 
years in prison. 

He said: “It is a tragedy that you are before the 
court. You abused your position of trust. Your 
family was subject to harassment and to stop 
that harassment you joined this conspiracy.” 

Minority 

Byrne and Gillett were each given eight 
years, while Hennessy was jailed for four 
years. All admitted the charges. 

At the time of the plot, Byrne was serving 
42 months for causing death by dangerous 
driving. He had a string of convictions includ¬ 
ing one for robbery. 

Judge Gold said a minority of prisoners used 
drugs and mobile phones as a way of exerting 
influence and power over others. 

He said Morris’s sentence would deter other 
escort officers from abusing trust because they 
now knew what the outcome would be. 








Re-elected mayor promises 
to carry on the good work 


SUE JONES has been given a second 
term of office as Mayor of Dover after 
an evening of pageantry at the town 
hall on Friday. 

With her mace-bearer - officially 
the Town Sergeant - she left the 
main hall with deputy David 
Hammond to the strains of an organ¬ 
ist playing There’ll Always Be An 
England. 

Upon re-election, Cllr Jones imme¬ 
diately pledged to continue working 
for the town and said how much she 
had enjoyed her previous year in the 
post. 

“I have relished the daily engage¬ 
ments,” she told civic dignitaries, 
councillors and members of the pub¬ 
lic who sat in the historic building. 

“I have particularly enjoyed meet¬ 
ing young people and seeing what 
they are doing. They are an encour¬ 
aging sign for the future.” 

Cllr Jones also said how much she 
had enjoyed taking the lead in the 
Cinque Ports confederation and 
spoke of her pride in Dover’s war 
memorial. 

Challenges that she said she faced 
included further regeneration of the 
town and the proposed sell-off of the 
Port of Dover. 

Cllr Jones also vowed to continue

with an allotment scheme for the 
town which was proving very popular 
and to push ahead with plans for 
improved sporting facilities in the 
Western Heights area. 

“I intend to protect Dover’s civic 
history,” she said. 


Newly-elected Mayor of Deal Ben 
Bano was one of the guests at the 
ceremony. 

“It’s an important event in the 
town’s calendar,” he said. 

The Mayor of Dover is one of the 
most ancient positions in the entire 
history of England. 

In the recent past the announce¬ 
ment of the new mayor in the town 
hall has been greeted by trumpeters. 

This year’s event was on a more 
modest scale but still featured coun¬ 
cillors in ceremonial regalia and the 
mace-bearer dressed in traditional 
costume. 

The earliest recorded mayor is 
William Fitzgodfrey, who took over 
the position in 1086. 

Dated London 1676, the mace is 
carried on all ceremonial and civic 
occasions and precedes the mayor. 

It weighs more than three kilo¬ 
grams and was manufactured in 
memory of the landing of King 
Charles II in Dover in 1660 when he 
restored the monarchy to England. 

Traditionally, Cllr Jones is always 
addressed as ‘Mr Mayor’ despite the 
fact that she is a woman. This stems 
from 1960 when Dover had its first 
female mayor but never changed the 
mode of address.

RNLI coxswain Stuart Richardson said: 
“This was a really unfortunate accident, on a 
nice spring day, which spoilt a day’s fishing 
for the two men. 

“It is impossible to see and avoid what is 
below the surface and does not need to be large 
to damage a small vessel. 

“The skipper did everything correctly in 
informing the Coastguard of the problem and 
allowing them to pursue the best option to get 
the men to safety.”

A school spokesman said: “The chil¬ 
dren marked the boundaries by hitting 
landmarks around the school with sticks 
and asking for a blessing on the pupils.”

SEVENTY years on from the 
Dunkirk evacuation, English 
Heritage is hosting a weekend of 
activities from Saturday, May 29, 
until Bank Holiday Monday at 
Dover Castle - the nerve-centre of 
the rescue operation - to mark one 
of the most dangerous operations of 
the Second World War. 

The vital evacuation of thousands of Allied 
soldiers from under the claws of the invading 
Nazis has passed into wartime legend. 

But at the time it was a desperate gamble in 
a period when Britain feared an invasion as 
France fell to the blitzkrieg assault. 

On May 26,1940, in the cramped labyrinth of 
secret tunnels deep below Dover Castle, Vice 
Admiral Bertram Home Ramsay and his naval 
staff worked around the clock to plan and 
implement the evacuation of the British 
Expeditionary Force and Allied troops trapped 
at Dunkirk and under fierce attack by the 
German Armed Forces. 

Over the next nine days, some 338,000 
stranded soldiers were rescued in what became 
known as the “Miracle of Dunkirk”. 

Directed from the Secret Wartime Tunnels at

Dover Castle, this operation, code-named 
Dynamo, was to prove a vital event in the 
Second World War, triggering a response of pub¬ 
lic sympathy for the rescued battle-weary 
troops and a national resolve to pull together in 
the face of the enemy. The “Dunkirk Spirit” was 
bom. 

Over the May Bank Holiday weekend the 
castle will be occupied by military and civilian 
wartime personnel as they re-create the ten¬ 
sion and frenzy of activity experienced by those 
involved in directing Operation Dynamo in 
May 1940. 

Highlights during the weekend include naval 
personnel keeping watch from Admiralty 
Lookout with binoculars and telescopes trained 
on the Channel and harbour below. 

Officers from the Army, Navy and Air Force 


will be holding a vital planning meeting within 
the Secret Wartime Tunnels where Vice- 
Admiral Bertram Ramsay led his staff. 

Real-time information boards will be erected 
with breaking news of events as they would 
have unfolded over those three days during the 
mission, including live updates on the location 
of the little ships and casualty numbers. 

Military police will be on sentry duty operat¬ 
ing stop and search, while an anti-aircraft gun 
crew sandbag their positions and dispatch rid¬ 
ers roar off with vital messages. 

Surgeons and staff from the Royal Army 
Medical Corps will be inspecting the British 
Expedition Forces, while the Queen 
Alexandra’s Imperial Military Nursing 
Services tend troops. 

During the weekend, children will have the 
opportunity to create paper replicas of each of 
the 700 little ships, which will go on display in 
Ramsay’s casemate from June 4, marking the 
final day of Operation Dynamo. 

Each replica will be a poignant tribute by 
today’s young generation to the crews who 
bravely set sail for Dunkirk at great risk to 
themselves to rescue the troops. 

The Operation Dynamo activities will be 
staged at or close to the Secret Wartime 
Tunnels, but visitors can see other aspects of 
wartime life staged around the castle. 

They include Home Guard displays, including 
Russian, German and British living history 
encampments and RAF displays. 



Neglected for 25 years, an extensive restoration programme has 
now returned the Gardens to their former glory.

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Help young birds to 
survive this season 

ADVICE on how best to protect new¬ 
born birds during the breeding season 
has come from the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds. 

The charity says these are tough times 
for baby birds as they rely on others for 
food and shelter and with predators 
waiting for their chance to pounce. 

They are particularly vulnerable to 
predators like cats at this time of year, 
but the RSPB says the two can live har¬ 
moniously in our gardens if people take 
just a few simple measures. 

Spokeswoman Sophie McCallum said: 
“People are often surprised that the 
RSPB is supportive of owning cats and 
firmly believes that cats and garden 
birds can exist side by side comfortably 
with a bit of sensible pet-ownership and 
taking a few simple measures.” 

Vulnerable 

The wildlife charity is keen to provide 
cat-owners with information on what they 
can do to avoid chicks being caught and 
suggests putting a bell on the cat’s collar. 

An RSPB study shows that this can 
reduce predation of birds by 41 per cent. 

Other advice includes making sure 
cats are well fed and cared for and keep¬ 
ing them in around sunset and sunrise 
and after bad weather - birds are most 
vulnerable at these times as it’s when 
they are most likely to come out to feed. 

Also the charity suggests avoiding put¬ 
ting food on the ground for a few weeks 
where cats are known to catch birds. 

Ms McCallum said: “It is veiy upsetting 
if you discover the remains of a bird that 
has been eaten by a cat, so by fitting a bell, 
keeping them indoors for the most risky 
times of day and raising your feeding sta¬ 
tions, you could avoid distress for all.” 


Iconic scenery 
is conservation 



Lottery 

MORE than £1.5 million has been 
earmarked to help protect the 
iconic White Cliffs landscape. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund announced on 
Thursday last week that the ‘first-round pass’ 
of £1,602,200 would go towards the Landscape 
Partnership programme, which covers 12,200 
hectares of downland around Folkestone and 
Dover. 

The award follows a successful joint bid 
between councils and conservationists. 

The money will go towards removing scrub 
and maintaining grassland, in turn encourag¬ 
ing the growth of a wider flora. 

Conservation work will also take place on the 
Western Heights and remnants from the 
Second World War will be enhanced, while 
there will be talks, demonstrations and guided 
walks, as well as the building of an education 
centre at Samphire Hoe. 

Stuart McLeod, head of HLF South East, 
said: “Landscapes play a huge role in all our 
lives, but we mustn’t take them for granted. 

“The Heritage Lottery Fund is delighted to be 
providing an initial investment into these excit¬

ing plans for the White Cliffs of Dover, particu¬ 
larly in this International Year of Biodiversity. 

“We look forward to seeing the project 
progress over the next year or so.” 

Dover council’s cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, Nicholas Kenton, said: “This is great 
news and it is a wonderful opportunity. 

“This is a great chance for a range of partners 
to further support the conservation of our 
unique landscape and heritage, and to continue 
to work together to help preserve these amaz¬ 
ing chalk downlands for future generations.” 

The total amount also includes £57,700 devel¬ 
opment funding to help those involved in the 
project work towards full approval of the plans. 

There are two rounds to go through, during 
which the partners present a further, more 
detailed, application to ensure the full award is 
received. 

Those in the scheme that bid for the funding 
are Dover and Shepway councils, Kent County 
Council, Kent Downs Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty, White Cliffs Countryside

Partnership, the National Trust, Kent Wildlife

The Landscape Partnership programme is 
run by the Heritage Lottery Fund and gives out 
grants ranging from £250,000 to £2 million. 

It was set up to help conserve areas of distinc¬ 
tive landscape character and which provide 
long-term economic and environmental bene¬ 
fits.

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History was being made 
before my Ub Dem eyes 

Two years ago, reporter PHIL REILLY left KOS Media for his dream job - to 
be a press officer at Liberal Democrat Party HQ. A passionate supporter of 
the party, even he did not foresee the general election would produce a 
cabinet with five Lib Dem members. Here, he gives an exclusive behind-the- 
scenes account of the first televised leaders' debate that started the 
bandwagon which ended with Nick Clegg named as Deputy Prime Minister 




THE night of the first leaders’ 
debate in Manchester was just 
about the most surreal of my life. 

The debate itself took place in Granada 
Studios, a few hundred yards down the road 
from the plush surroundings of the Hilton 
Hotel - home to‘Spin Alley’- which is where 
I spent the evening. 

This was a vast, high-ceilinged, wood-pan¬ 
elled chamber with a huge cinema screen at 
one end, in front of two dozen rows of desks 
where the hundred-odd hacks from national 
and international newspapers and broad¬ 
casters tapped away ferociously at their lap¬ 
tops. 

At the back of the room, scaffolding was set 
up for the BBC, ITV and Sky News to broad¬ 
cast from, and space for the reporters to hob¬ 
nob with politicians and spin doctors while TV 
and radio producers scuttled around. 

I was there as part of the Lib Dem team, my 
main task being to negotiate my way round 
the room with the now Energy and Climate 
Change Secretary Chris Huhne, mingling 
with the journos, making sure he was in the 
right place for the Newsnights, Skys and 5 
Lives, and discussing the night’s star turn by 
Nick Clegg. 

We watched the debate on a flat-screen TV 
in our private green room behind the main 
chamber, alongside Paddy Ashdown, Vince 
Cable, Danny Alexander and colleagues from 
the press office, chewing tiny egg and cress 
sandwiches and processed ham wraps. 

Applause 

To be honest, it was hard to keep any real 
sense of perspective as the debate went on. 

There was much pacing around and whis¬ 
pering in ears, as well as the odd cheer and 
applause when Nick came out with a great 
line or a well-made argument. 

As it went on, we all had the sense that Nick 
was doing well - we were watching the ITV 
‘worm’, the online polls and the reaction on 
Twitter - but what did people watching at 
home think? 

Nick, despite all the plaudits that came his 
way following his performance, started with a 
huge disadvantage. The Liberal Democrats, to 
put it bluntly, didn’t have the luxury of being 
able to import expensive advisers from the 
Obama campaign, or any other, as Labour and 
the Tories did. 

Nick’s preparation, in which I played only a 
minor part, was carried out very much in- 
house and from scratch. 

But it seemed to work. As the debate drew to 
a close, we prepared to head back to Spin Alley 
to put our side of events across to the journal¬ 
ists and broadcasters in the hope it would be 
reflected in the instant coverage and the fol¬ 
lowing morning’s papers. 

The room, which had been crowded, but rel¬ 
atively quiet before the debate, was now a full¬ 
blown media circus. 

Everywhere you looked there were secre¬ 
taries of state, Alastair Campbells and Charlie 
Whelans, George Osbornes and William 
Hagues, surrounded by crowds half-a-dozen 
deep of cameramen and hacks scribbling away 
in shorthand and shouting their questions. 

We were surrounded as we entered and it 
was clear from the first questions that people 


had seen the debate the same way we had. 
Nick Clegg had won, and won convincingly. 

This was reinforced as the first instant polls 
flooded in, which spread through the room in a 
mass game of Chinese whispers. 

All of a sudden Peter Mandelson wafted into 
the room. 

I was several feet away with my back to him, 
but I noticed all the journalists in my periph¬ 
eral vision scurrying in the same direction. A 
huge huddle enveloped him - all camera lens¬ 
es, raised hands and shrieked fragments of 
questions. 

For a few minutes he held them all rapt as 
he repeated his pre-prepared line - that Nick 
had won on style, but Brown on substance - 
and then he wafted away again as quickly as 


he had arrived. 

As the melee continued I found myself 
barged by Cabinet ministers, glared at by 
opposition spin doctors, gossiping with BBC 
correspondents and shooting the breeze with 
Theresa May’s aide as we waited for our 
charges to finish debating on Newsnight. 

Soon enough the print journalists wrapped 
up, their copy filed, and headed, presumably, 
for the hotels and bars of central Manchester. 

The broadcasters continued their work for 
another hour or two, but slowly the number of 
people milling around behind them dwindled 
and everyone went their separate ways. 

It was all quite a lot to take in. 

For two years leading up to this point, my job 
had been to fight for every scrap of coverage 


possible for the Lib Dems in newspapers and 
on television. 

The media is used to seeing everything as a 
tug-of-war between Labour and the Tories, 
especially with the prospect of a close election 
and a change of government looming, so air¬ 
time and column inches were hard to come by. 

In an hour and a half of primetime television 
all that changed, and as the evening pro¬ 
gressed that fact slowly dawned on me. 

As we packed away our laptops in the green 
room afterwards Paddy Ashdown came in to 
congratulate us all. 

But he also sounded a note of caution, warn¬ 
ing us that Nick’s success would make him a 
target as never before. 

Despite this, my press office colleagues and I 
stumbled our way back to the nearby Premier 
Inn at around midnight, excitedly trying to 
read the next day’s front pages on 
BlackBerries and iPhones. 

Headlines 

What happened in the days and weeks that 
followed - ‘Cleggmania’, the bizarre ‘Clegg in 
Nazi Slur on Britain’ headlines, the two 
debates, the press conferences, the round-the- 
clock campaigning, the journalists and photog¬ 
raphers camped outside the office, election 
night and the disappointment that the surge 
subsided as people’s pencils hovered over the 
ballot papers, the ‘big, open and comprehen¬ 
sive offer’, the days and nights of negotiations 
with the Conservatives and Labour, the coali¬ 
tion agreement, the announcement of Cabinet 
posts and the special conference - all passed so 
quickly that now it all seems one long blur. 

I’ve barely had a full night’s sleep since the 
campaign began, so it’s hard to take stock of it 
all right now. 

It has been the most full-on, exhilarating 
and exhausting experience of my life. Now, of 
course, comes the governing. 

I don’t suppose it’s going to get much easier. 


Working towards changing young lives 


IT WAS a day many young people with learning and physical 
disabilities will remember as one that changed their lives. 

Organised by the Education Business Partnership (EBP), a 
small, Thanet-based charity, more than 800 children from 41 
special schools and colleges were ferried from across Kent for 
an day of exploration and hope for the future at The Rare 
Breeds Centre in Woodchurch, near Ashford. 

Their mission was to develop skills and employment oppor¬ 
tunities for those who face more life challenges than most. 

It gave the chance for students to take part in hands-on 
activities with potential employers and speak to professionals 
about the multitude of career paths available, despite disabil¬ 
ity.

person on the staff and convince them to give more opportuni¬ 
ties for the disabled.” 

The Canterbury Oast Trust-run charity visitor attraction is 
a shining example of what can be done. 

They have created almost 100 worthwhile jobs for those not 
able to cope for themselves outside a safe and supportive envi¬ 
ronment. 

They aim to empower individuals to reach their potential, 
nurture their aspirations, draw out talent to develop self 
esteem, independence and a sense of achievement. 

Evidence was available for all to see and be inspired by as 
the disabled cared for the animals, delivered the catering serv¬ 
ices, were growing and selling plants, and serving in the retail 
outlets, bringing them into contact with the public and helping 
to break down barriers and foster greater understanding of 
disability. 

Others are trained in arts and crafts, computer skills, and 
woodland management and crafts.

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Concents that 
schools rebufld 
plans face axe

A BILLION-pound project that 
would see every secondary school 
in the county rebuilt or refur¬ 
bished could be scrapped under 
the new Government’s plans. 

Ten of the 36 planned schools have started 
construction work and have contracts to 
finish the buildings, but the future could look 
bleak for the majority of Kent and Medway’s 
secondary schools. 

The celebrated Building Schools For The 
Future (BSF) project was introduced by 
Labour in 2005-06 in a bid to improve every 
secondary centre in the country. 

And with Kent’s overall BSF programme - 
the largest building scheme in Europe - 
worth an estimated £1.8 billion, County Hall 
officials believed it could transform 21st- 
century education. 

Last September, Tory Kent County Council 
leader Paul Carter praised the new schools 
initiative, stating it would give the county’s 
young people first-class facilities. 

But after the Con-Lib coalition took over 
government, spending plans under BSF - 
£55bn nationally - look set for review, with 
fears that funding could be 
massively reduced. 

Education chiefs are wor¬ 
ried some of the cash out¬ 
lined for the BSF pro¬ 
gramme could be used on 
academies - which are state- 
funded but established and 
managed by sponsors - as 
well as the Tories’ proposed 
‘free schools’. 

These free schools would 
be state-funded but set up 
by private organisations or 
parent-and-teacher groups 
to compete with state 
schools in a bid to drive up 
standards. 

Despite initial praise from 
Cllr Carter for BSF, he told 
KOS Media he agreed with 
new education secretaiy 
Michael Gove, who called for 
a review of the scheme. 

Cllr Carter said: “Whichever party came 
into government, it’s most unlikely we would 
have had the same amount of money due to 
spending cuts that need to be made. I’m 
expecting a cut of 25-35 per cent for BSF.” 

Competition 

Two weeks before the general election, Cllr 
Carter revealed his fears to the BBC over the 
free-schools policy and academies, claiming 
they could threaten local schools’ budgets. 

But he retracted his comments, claiming he 
was 100 per cent behind then-shadow educa¬ 
tion secretary Mr Gove’s plans. 

He told KOS Media this week: “There is no 
disagreement between myself and Mr Gove. 

“As long as there is fair competition and fair 
funding across the board, I think it’s good to 
introduce some competition between schools.” 

But school heads not yet to sign contracts 
under the BSF programme fear that if the 
scheme is scrapped they may not get their 
much-needed refurbishments. 

Already £500 million has been secured in 
Kent from Partnership For Schools, which is 
responsible for the Government’s capital 
investment projects. 

Andrew Somers is head-teacher of

Hartsdown Technology College in Margate, 
one of the schools in the second wave of BSF 
without a signed contract. 

“It would be a massive disappointment if it 
doesn’t go ahead,” he said. 

“It would put us at a huge disadvantage 
against schools that have been refurbished. 
We can’t deliver the new curriculum without 
these facilities. 

“We’re in one of the most deprived areas in 
Kent. Our school was built in the 1950s with 
flat roofs which leak - the sports hall roof 
cost £45,000 to repair. 

“Without repairs we’d have to struggle on, 
but it’s unfair on the 
pupils and staff.” 

Just down the road from 
Hartsdown is St George’s 
C of E Foundation School 
in Broadstairs, one of the 
first to be completed under 
the BSF programme. 

Head-teacher Kim 
Stoner said the rebuild was 
“inspiring”, with £1 million 
of ICT facilities and new 
open learning areas. 

“This is the start of a new 
future for the school where 
eveiybody can realise their 
aspirations,” she said. 

Although Mrs Stoner 
would not comment on the 
possible axing of BSF 
funding, she admitted it 
would be disappointing for 
any schools to miss out. 

Kent independent education adviser Peter 
Read echoed her words and said he would be 
furious if funding for BSF was cut with acad¬ 
emies and free schools going ahead. 

He said: “We are in a Government financial 
crisis. I can understand the reduction in BSF, 
but to continue vast funding for academies 
while other schools in poor conditions are not 
being repaired is unforgivable. Funding for a 
new academy is more expensive at around 
£35m, whereas a BSF school is £20m. 

“But Michael Gove sees it that if he scraps 
BSF and supports academies and free schools 
he still saves money.” 

Mr Read also hit out at the free-schools 
policy, stating the centres would only benefit 
middle-class areas. 

“Who is going to set up a school in a 
deprived area? And yet these are the places in 
greatest need,” he said. 

A statement from Partnership For Schools 
stated the Department for Education had not 
yet made a decision on BSF funding but 
admitted the Government would be under¬ 
taking a full comprehensive spending review. 

“Ministers will shortly be considering their 
spending priorities, which will take into 
account all areas of spending, including 
schools capital.”

Water companies accused of self-interest 


HOSEPIPE bans could become more frequent 
if South East Water presses ahead with a 
proposed new strategy for the region, a 
conservation group has warned. 

According to Protect Kent - the county branch 
of the Campaign To Protect Rural England - 
plans for new groundwater sources and a 
reservoir near Canterbury are “high-risk” and 
will not be sufficient in times of drought. 

The group voiced its concerns to mark the 
beginning of a public inquiry into the strategy, 
which will run until Friday, June 11, and is 
being led by the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (DEFRA). 

Former Environment Agency water resources 
manager Graham Warren, now a senior figure 
at Protect Kent, spoke against the proposals. 

He said: “Based on our many years of expe¬ 
rience of the area, we have severe technical 
reservations about the proposed new ground- 
water sources [in the Weald] and a new reser¬ 


voir at Broad Oak, near Canterbury. We think 
they just won’t work. In dry periods, as we’ve 
had in recent years, this means more frequent 
hosepipe bans and more pumping from 
the Medway and the Stour at a time when 
the wildlife of these rivers is most vulnerable.” 

The proposals for a new reservoir and bore¬ 
holes form part of a wider strategy to ensure 
the region has a safe, sustainable and secure 
water supply until at least 2035. 

After the inquiry ends, new Environment 
Secretary Caroline Spelman will be given the 
task of making any changes to the strategy. It 
will then be revised every five years. 

Protect Kent deputy director Sean Furey 
said: “The biggest thing is that the water com¬ 
panies really haven’t worked together that 
well. We still have five serving the county and 
there’s not much evidence of joined-up think¬ 
ing between them. They’re all trying to defend 
their own commercial interests.”

An obscure and woolly education system is giving too many pupils the wrong impression 



THE tragic suicide of Vicky Harrison has been much in 
the news. Despite having ten GCSEs, A-C, and three A- 
levels, she was unable to find a job despite applying for 
200 positions. Sad? Yes. But understandable, perhaps. 

Recently, a maths exercise book that had been used by the 
Prince of Wales at Gordonstoun in 1963 when he was 14 
came to light. 

Prince Charles failed his maths O-level first time round 
but passed the following year. A pass at O-level was 
equivalent to a C or better at GCSE today. 

The work in the book was assessed by a professor at 
Plymouth University without knowledge of the owner’s 
name. He commented that the level was at least an A grade 
today, with some of it now being in the A-level syllabus. 

This disparity raises some pertinent questions as to the 
value of modem qualifications. 

If a scraped pass in 1965 would now be rated at least 
grade A, what is the real level of grades B and C? 

Come to that, how would modem A-levels compare in 
standard with those of more than 40 years ago? 

At the time Prince Charles was at school, I attended a 
direct-grant grammar school - an independent school that 
received a grant for accepting the brightest pupils from state 
primaries. 

The academic level was very high. Despite that, no pupil 
took or passed more than eight or nine O-levels, or three A- 
levels. By no means all of those went to university. Nowadays, 
ten or more GCSEs are not uncommon, nor are four A-levels 
- often from what were called secondary-modern schools. 

Pardon my scepticism, but I do not think that the modem 
generation are any more intelligent than we were all that 
time ago. 

More likely that the courses are more superficial and the 


exams less rigorous. I blame successive governments for 
giving pupils inflated perceptions of their abilities. 

I do not blame the pupils in any way - they are the 
products of the system - but I do feel sorry for them. 

They have been conned into thinking that a degree is a 
passport to well-paid occupation when, unfortunately, the 
skills they offer are not wanted. 

In the 1980s, combining O-level with the CSE (Certificate of 
Secondary Education) was a good thing - it gave a level playing 
field. So too was the concept of the National Curriculum. 

If politicians had just stopped there, things would have 
been fine - a core of compulsory subjects with a common 
exam for each. A bit like the old School Certificate. 

Other subjects could be offered in addition to the core. But 
no, politicians had to keep meddling. 

Under the Thatcherire doctrines of privatisation and 
market forces, schools had to pretend to be businesses, 
striving for custom. 

Then there were blanket ‘targets’ - externally applied - 
which failed to differentiate between education authorities 
that retained selection and those that didn’t. 

Combine targets with league tables, and one has the pernic¬ 
ious situation that encourages schools effectively to cheat 
and place more emphasis on published exam results than 
the optimal education for each pupil (which are not the same 
things). 

Good Tory though I may be, some things are too important 
to be under the direct control of politicians.. 

We have ended up with thousands of graduates in obscure 
and woolly subjects from obscure and woolly universities. 
Education needs a root-and-branch clear-out and a new plan 
as radical as the 1944 Education Act. But we won’t get it.

Airport plans are still 
grounded by opinion 

Lydd airport’s bosses should not get 
their hopes up for expansion even 
with the cancellation of Heathrow’s 
Runway 3 project as the economic 
and environmental situation still 
remains firmly against it, as does 
local opinion. 

The recent disruption due to the 
volcano in Iceland means that air- 
travel prices are rising by about 
5.2 per cent this year and maybe 
more than 11 per cent next year to 
compensate. 

The new government’s likely 
cuts will make it more difficult for 
people to afford even short-haul 
holidays, so they will opt for the 
staycation options. 

A survey of the UK’s 
businesspeople in March revealed 
that they prefer the high-speed-rail 
option rather than expanded 
airports. 

On the environment, the arrival 
of the purple herons near Lydd 
airport shows that the Marsh is an 
important conduit for those species 
needing to move north because of 
global warming. An expanding 
airport could greatly inhibit this. 


The volcanic disruption also 
allowed a survey of the effects of 
noise and pollution around airports 
to show just how damaging to local 
people and the wildlife this can be. 

If the former Lympne airport 
managed to successfully diversify, 
there is no reason Lydd cannot to 
provide local and likely much better 
employment. 

As for Damian Collins’s support 
for a Dungeness C nuclear station, 
this is both environmentally and 
economically unsound. 

The easily, and thus cheaply, 
available uranium fuel is fast 
depleting around the world. 

The site is clearly now unsuitable 
due to the increasing flood risk. 

The new government has said 
the industry would have to fund it 
entirely out of its own pockets. This 
is unlikely as its always needed 
public subsidy to survive. 

The new station designs have 
already elsewhere been beset with 
delays and faults. 

The need to store nuclear waste 
on-site at new stations would mean 
the Dungeness site being extended 
long after the decommissioning of 
the A and B stations, further 
risking flooding problems and 
increasing costs of more protection. 

So renewables tech is still the way 
forward energy-wise. 

This and green tourism on the 
Marsh are the way forward. You 
can move them when the flooding 
starts, but you cannot move a 
nuclear station or an airport.

Truants are targeted 

ABSENCE rates have a direct 
correlation with how Kent’s secondary 
schools fare in Ofsted inspections, 
according to new figures. 

Of the four secondary schools currently 
rated “inadequate” in the county, three 
are among the ten worst for persistent 
absence. 

The figures were revealed in a report 
to members of the county council’s 
learning and development policy over¬ 
view and scrutiny committee. 

Councillors were also told Kent had 
reached its target of no more than 5.5 
per cent persistent absence a year early. 

Rates of overall absenteeism have 
shown a year-on-year decrease from 8.19 
per cent in 2006/07 to 7.63 per cent in 
2008/09, which is still higher than the 
national average of 7.21 per cent.

KENT County Council has agreed 
to open itself up to greater scrutiny 
by publishing details of its monthly 
accounts. 

The move comes just weeks after Liberal 
Democrat councillors accused the ruling 
Conservative administration of being opposed 
to transparency over what it spends taxpayers’ 
money on. 

However, cabinet member for finance John 
Simmonds said it was something he had 
planned to do for some time. 

“We’ve been working on it for a year or so,” he 
said. “It’s nothing new. The runes were there 
and we knew it was something both Labour and 
the Tories wanted nationally, so we would have 
been stupid to bury our heads in the sand only 
to then panic when it was forced upon us.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron has already 
said he intends to make it a statutory duty for 
local authorities to publish much more 
information about how public money is spent by 
councils. 

Cllr Simmonds revealed that KCC was to 
develop proposals on how to publish regular 
accounts of its spending and that it wanted to 
implement them within a year. 

However, he said the information needed to be

relevant enough to warrant the time and money 
spent on providing it. 

He said: “The problem I have is that in the 
‘£500 or more’ category we’re talking about 
300,000 entries per year or almost 6,000 per 
week. If you toss this amount of information 
into the ether, who is going to look at it and will 
it be meaningful? 

‘We want it to have some purpose. We don’t 
want to throw it all out there just so we can say 


‘Aren’t we good’. Already with the Freedom of 
Information Act we receive a lot of spurious 
requests that are expensive to run and you’re 
never quite sure where the individual is going 
with it. That’s money that can be spent in better 
ways.” 

KCC came under fire last month when it was 
revealed that during 2008-09 County Hall had 
more senior officers earning in excess of 
£100,000 a year than any local authority in 
the UK. 

The council also refused to name who was 
earning what and Cllr Simmonds said that 
would not change when it started to publish 
monthly accounts. 

He said: “I think we’re going to have to provide 
details of people’s salaries. I don’t mind 
releasing job titles, but I hope we won’t have to 
identify individuals. 

“I doubt there are many people who would like 
everyone to know how much they earn.” 

Last month, Lib Dems accused the Tories of 
snubbing their request to discuss ways of 
publishing the council’s expenses. 

However, Lib Dem group leader Trudy Dean 
welcomed Cllr Simmonds’s statements despite 
his refusal to discuss the plans in public. 

She said: “It’s a shame he’s chosen to do it in 
one of the committees that is private. 

“It’s chaired by me, I’ll give him that, but if 
we’re looking at the principles of transparency, 
then why can’t it be held in public?”

IT’S more than 100 years 
since Rudyard Kipling 
painted a famous portrait 
of the East in his poem, 
Mandalay - and when you 
sail down the Ayeyarwady 
River in Burma on a luxury 
cruiser you feel that little 
has changed since then. 

It is hardly, of course, a coincidence 
that the boat we are travelling on car¬ 
ries the same name as Oley Speaks’ 
later song adaptation of the poem. 

The 300ft Road To Mandalay car¬ 
ries 82 passengers in old colonial 
grandeur and five-star cabins. 

To catch the boat, you fly to 
Singapore and on to Yangon before 
catching the rackety plane which 
hovers above dense green jungles, 
with Burmese military men taking 
all the front seats. 

After that, the creature comforts of 
The Road To Mandalay are a sooth¬ 
ing surprise. 

The £4 million refurbishment has 
created an elegant restaurant with 
teak wall carvings from Amanpura. 
Also, 34 new state and deluxe cabins 
have en-suite bathrooms with jade 
tiles and walk-in showers. 

Now we can sit on deck as 
Kipling’s vivid vision of dawn break¬ 
ing like thunder and temples shim¬ 
mering in the sunlight comes to life 
before our eyes. 

Children splash in the shallows, 
playing tag among themselves while 
their mothers wash the family’s 
longyis - traditional Burmese robes - 
in the river’s thick, khaki-green water. 

Fishermen, armed only with bam¬ 
boo sticks for rods and the bottoms of 
plastic bottles for goggles, hunt their 
daily catch from long-tail boats. 

Beyond the river’s banks, hundreds 
of pagodas - some made of red sand¬ 
stone, others gilded with gold leaf - 
are scattered across the rice fields. 

Burma, for much of the time, seems

to have missed out on the 20th centu¬ 
ry: Or perhaps it is a trick of the 
strange, ethereal quality of the light. 

Before setting sail from Mandalay, 
I took a rowing boat out on Taung 
Tha Man lake. The light at dusk 
broke through the teak struts of U 
Bein’s bridge - a l,300m-long skele¬ 
tal structure rising from the water. 

However, one of the most exhila¬ 
rating experiences Burma offers 
awaited us 120 miles downstream. 

A hot-air balloon whisked us 
2,000ft above the ancient city of 
Bagan for a breathtaking view of its 
4,000 temples, stupas and pagodas. 

The city itself no longer exists, but 
its shrines to Buddha, built over 
hundreds of years on a stretch of 
delta the size of Manhattan Island, 
appear one by one at sunrise to form 
an intricate, crimson patchwork on 
an ochre landscape. 

After our bumpy landing, eased by 
Champagne, we joined a bicycle tour 
for a close-up view of Bagan’s temples.

• With no Burmese currency, the Kyat, 
available outside the country, tourists pay 
in dollars. Notes should be of low denomi¬ 
nation (below $20), clean and crisp. 

• Visa needed by British passport holders 
costs £14, lasts 90 days and allows a visit 
up to 28 days. Apply to Burmese Embassy 
in London, although Orient-Express also 
arranges visas. 


Many are adorned with frescos 
telling the story of Buddha and 
although most have decayed in to 
ruin, or are awaiting restoration fol¬ 
lowing the devastating 1975 earth¬ 
quake, there are a few murals worth 
seeing - thanks to the intervention 
of UNESCO. 

It is easy to be overawed by spec¬ 
tacular monuments to Buddhism in 
Bagan. While a temple, stupa or 
pagoda can be found at every turn, 
Burmese people deeply respect the 
religion and the monks - even if 
they are not committed Buddhists. 

Given the tense political situation, 
many travellers avoid Burma. 
However, Orient-Express argues its 
involvement preserves jobs - around 
150 on the boat and 110 at The 
Governor's Residence Hotel. 

Square your own conscience before 
you depart. Repression may enable 
Burma to preserve the mysteiy of the 
Orient, lost beneath tourist hordes in 
other parts of south-east Asia.

Buy-to-let market 
gets loans boost

THE buy-to-let sector looks likely to be 
revitalised following the reintroduction 
of 80 per cent mortgages to this area of 
the housing market. 

It marks an end to a long period dur¬ 
ing which lenders were wary of provid¬ 
ing funds for the buy to let market and 
were insisting on borrowers raising a 
significant deposit before providing any 
finance. 

This requirement stifled the market by 
making it difficult for investors to with¬ 
draw equity from their portfolios to 
make further purchases. 

This week’s re-introduction of 80 per 
cent mortgages for buy-to-let properties 
means that landlords now only need to 
find a deposit of 20 per cent in order to 
purchase homes to let. 

Although the offer is currently only 
available to experienced landlords, it is a 
major leap forward and I expect to see 
further enhancements in the weeks and 
months to come. 

We are still some way off of seeing 85 
per cent borrowing available for buy-to- 
lets, which is where we were some time 
ago, but I don’t believe this is a bad thing 
if we want to see long-term growth and 
stability in the housing market as a 
whole. 

Fees are still an issue with buy-to-let 
mortgages, with many lenders charging 
up to 3.5 per cent at the outset. While 
this may work for smaller mortgages, it 
makes larger loans expensive and it 
would be helpful to see some lenders 
offering a fixed fee structure. 

As with all mortgages, landlords need 
to weigh up the total cost of borrowing 
and not just consider the headline rate, 
however appealing it may appear. 

This more relaxed lending approach is 
bound to result in more people buying 
second homes to let, and with house 
prices lower than they have been in the 
past, this may be the right time to buy. 

There are lots of options and pitfalls, 
though, so make sure you get profession¬ 
al advice before considering buying prop¬ 
erty to let.

Price rise allays fears 
of double-dip market

HOUSE prices will rise by an aver¬ 
age of £9,000 this year, despite a 
slower-than-usual start to 2010, 
economists have predicted. 

Interest rates will remain low, encouraging 
buyers to return to the market, and this will 
have the effect of boosting prices by 5.3 per 
cent this year, according to the Centre for 
Economics and Business Research (CEBR). 

It means the value of the average home in 
the UK would rise from £169,500, as calculat¬ 
ed by Britain’s biggest lender Halifax, to 
£178,500 by the end of this year. 

The predictions have gone on to look at how 
things will turn out over the coming years as 
well. There will be a lower increase of 3.4 per 
cent in 2011, followed by a strong rise of nine 
per cent in 2012, CEBR predicted. 

It comes after a fall in prices of more than 16 
per cent in 2008 amid the financial meltdown 
which severely hit the market and led to 
gloomy predictions about the future. 

David Hollingworth, of mortgage brokers 
London and Country, said: “It does not suggest 
that the market is back to normal, as transac¬ 
tions remain low, but it is a step in the right 
direction and it puts paid to suggestions of a 
double dip in the housing market.” 

The Bank of England is widely predicted to 
increase interest rates to 2.25 per cent by the 
end of 2011, but CEBR forecasts it will remain 


at 0.5 per cent until then. The group added, 
however, that the bank rate could be tem¬ 
porarily higher if there was a hung parlia¬ 
ment. But the impact of this was likely to 
be temporary, it said, and within 18 months 
rates would be back where they would have 


been if a single party had won the election. 

It suggested average mortgage rates will fall 
from current levels of around four per cent to 
three per cent by the beginning of 2011 as 
markets begin to realize that interest rates 
will stay lower for longer than expected. 


Fixed-rate loans reach new low 


FIXED-RATE mortgages have fallen to their 
lowest level since April 2007, while average 
two-year fixed-rate offers have fallen 3.36 per 
cent since April 2008, according to a new 
report. 

Hannah-Mercedes Skenfield, the mortgages 
channel manager for the website moneysuper- 
market.com, revealed the results of the com¬ 
pany’s study and said that it was promising 
that fixed-rate mortgage rates were “moving 
in the right direction” and were returning to 
their lowest level since the height of the reces¬ 
sion. 

She continued: “With inflation rising, the 
potential for the Bank of England to increase 
the base rate in the near future increases, so 
borrowers who are looking to fix their mort¬ 
gage repayment should consider whether now 
is the perfect time to switch.” 


However, Ms Skenfield added that borrow¬ 
ers need to consider any fees associated with 
the mortgage switch before they make any 
decisions to grab the lowest rate available, as 
the deal may not represent the best value in 
the long run. 

Predictions 

According to John Charcol research released 
this week, last month’s home loan market was 
dominated by variable rates, which accounted 
for 84 per cent of mortgages. 

The news comes alongside predictions for 
the future of the housing market over the next 
few months. 

A spokeswoman for the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders made her assertions that there will 
be little movement following release of the 
Hometrack house price index, which explained 


that house prices increased by 0.2 per cent in 
April. 

Furthermore, the supply of homes for sale - 
coming in at 3.7 per cent of the market as 
a whole - is outstripping demand comfortably, 
which remains at a comparatively low 1 per 
cent. 

The representative further explained that 
there would be a major slowing-down in the 
market and asserted that the organisation 
was not expecting too much movement on 
prices or transactions. 

She continued: “There’ll be a few ups and 
downs as we go along which is to be expected 
but at the moment there are very, very low lev¬ 
els of transactions. 

“Not very many people out there are actual¬ 
ly buying houses or mortgaging houses at the 
moment.”

DOVER Athletic will unveil an 
“exciting and highly-experienced 
manager” on Friday as the succes¬ 
sor to Andy Hessenthaler. 

The Whites have been searching for a swift 
replacement for Hessenthaler, who left the 
club by mutual consent last week to take up a 
managerial position at Gillingham. His 
replacement is due to be announced at a press 
conference at Crabble on Friday morning. 

Since Hessenthaler’s departure, the club has 
been inundated with CVs from applicants 
hoping to become the new Dover manager. 
With only six players on contract for next sea¬ 
son, chairman Jim Parmenter is keen to 
appoint a new manager swiftly to ensure the 
nucleus of the side remain together after fin¬ 
ishing second last season. 

Former Gillingham boss Mark Stimson, 
Ebbsfleet United manager Liam Daish, ex- 
Rushden & Diamonds boss Garry Hill and 
current Whites assistant boss Darren Hare 
have all been linked to the post. 

Parmenter told the club website: “We’ve had 
a good mixture of applicants. The club has 
received loads of CVs. Some of the names that 
have contacted us will amaze you. Some of the 
managers have Conference or League experi¬ 


ence, there are some ex-League players and a 
few big names too. It’s vital we make the right 
decision - but we’re already working on it.” 

Despite winning back-to-back promotions in 
the Ryman League and finishing second in 
Blue Square South last season during 
Hessenthaler’s three-year reign, Parmenter 
believes it’s time for the club to move on. 

He told this newspaper: “It’s obviously a loss 
for the club but it’s the end of an era, not the 
end of the world. We move on into a new era, 
it’s the way of football. I’m very sorry to see 
Andy go but the club is in good shape. 

“We’re financially sound, there’s a good play¬ 
ing budget, an A-grade ground and a great fan 


plan to get to the Conference is a plan for the 
club and not just Andy. He was a very impor¬ 
tant part of that, but the club moves on.” 

Before Hessenthaler departed Crabble he 
offered the majority of his out-of-contract 
squad new deals. 

Contract talks with the squad stalled during 
the managerial change and the chairman 
believes talking to the majority of last season’s 
squad will be the new man’s first task. 

He said: “A lot of the players Andy offered 
deals to are under 24 so they won’t move on 
anywhere unless we agree compensation with 
the club.”

He said: “We will be basically going with what we 
had last year. We’d like to bring in a midfielder and 
a striker, but we’ll have to wait and see. Although 
people are saying there’s no money around, players 
are still being offered good deals. We’re not in a 
rush.” 

The club are optimistic captain Jimmy Dryden 
will be fit for pre-season. The striker missed most of 
last season with an ankle injury and is seeing a spe¬ 
cialist next week to try and rectify the problem. 

Elsewhere, Folkestone have announced their first 
set of pre-season friendlies. Ryman Premier cham¬ 
pions Dartford visit Cheriton Road on July 24 and 
there is also a home game against rivals Ashford 
Town three days later. Ramsgate visit on August 10, 
while there are short trips to Lordswood, 
Leatherhead, Whitstable and Chatham before the 
season kicks off on August 21.
